T he D em ocratic p la tfo rm does not 
propose to destroy th e p lan ts of th e 
tru st physically, b u t it proposes to do 
th e sam e th in g in a different way. 
T h e business of th is c o u n try is largely 
d ep en d en t upon a protective system of 
tariffs. 
T h e business done by m a n y of 
the 
so-called 
tru s ts 
is 
protected 
w ith th e o th e r businesses of th e c o u n ­ 
try. 
T he D em o cratic p la tfo rm p ro ­ 
poses to ta k e off th e tariff on all a r ti­ 
cles 
com ing 
Into 
com petition 
w ith 
those 
produced 
by 
th e 
so-called 
“ tru sts" and to put th e m on th e free 
list. 
If such a course would be u tte rly 
destructive of th e ir business, as it is in-

If it can be show n trusts, b u t all of th e ir sm a lle r com pe- 
of th e d e p a rtm e n t of co m m erce an d | th a t in o rd er to drive out com petition, : titors.

T h e D em ocratic P ro p o sal 
T h e D em ocratic p latfo rm suggests 
a re q u ire m e n t th a t co rp oration s and 
in te r-sta te tra d e h av in g

tw enty-five p e r cent of th e pro d u cts In 
w hich th ey deal shall ta k e out a fed ­ 
eral 
l i c e n s e . 
This 
classification 
would probably include a g re a t m any

com m odities w hose total value Is so 
inconsiderable th a t they are not re a l­ 
ly w'ithin th e perview of real evil of the 
a n ti-tru s t law.

T he ru th le ss an d im p ra c tic a b le c h a r ­ 
te r of th e proposition grow s p lain er 
as its effects upon th e w hole c o m ­ 
m u n ity are realized. 
D em ocratic Policies a n d B usiness 
To ta k e th e course suggested by 
th e D em ocratic p la tfo rm 
in 
these 
m a tte rs is to invoke th e en tire c o m ­ 
m unity, innocent a s it is, in th e p u n ­ 
ish m e n t of th e guilty, while o u r poli­ 
cy is to sta m p out th e specific evil. 
T his difference betw een th e policies 
of th e tw o -g reat p arties is of special 
im p o rta n c e in 
view of th e presen t 
condition of business. 
A fte r th e years 


sion will seem sm all indeed. 
F a r m e r a n d R ep u b lican P a rty 
As th e R epublican p la tfo rm says, 
th e w ellfare of the f a r m e r is vital to 
th a t of th e w hole country. 
O ne of th© 
stro ng est hopes of re tu rn in g p ro sp e r­ 
ity is based on th e business w’hich his 
crops are to afford. 
H e is vitally in ­ 
terested in th e re stra in in g of exces­ 
sive an d u n d u ly d isc rim in a tin g r a il­ 
road rates and th e e n fo rc e m en t of the 
p u re food laws. in th e pro m otio n of 
scientific agricu ltu re, an d increasin g 
th e com forts of co u n try life by the ex­ 
tension of free ru ra l delivery. 
T he 
policies of th e p resen t ad m isin tsatio n 
w hich hav e m ost industriously p ro ­ 
m oted all these objects can n o t fail to 
c o m m en d them selv es to his ap p ro v al; 
a n d it Is difficult to see how w ith his 
intelligent ap p reciatio n of the th re a t to 
business pro sperity involved in D em o­ 
cratic success a t th e poles he can do 
o th erw ise th a n give his full and h e a rty 
su p p o rt to th e co n tinu atio n of th e p re ­ 
sen t a d m in istra tio n u n d e r R ep ub lican 
auspices. 
L a b o r a n d th e R epu blican P a rty 
W e com e now' to the question of 
labor. 
O ne im p o rta n t phase of th e 
oualities of th e presen t ad m in istratio n 
has been anxiety to secure for th© 
w’age e a rn e r an equality of o p p o rtu nity 
and such positive sta tu to ry protection 
as will place him on a level in d e ­ 
veloping w ith h is em ployers. 
T he R e ­ 
publican p a rty h as passed an em ploy­ 
ers’ liability a c t fo r in te r-state rail- 
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roads and has established an elght- 
hour law for governm ent em ployees 
and on governm ent construction. 
The 
essence affected by th e form er Is the 
abolition of fellow servant rule, and 
the introduction of the co-oparative 
negligence theory by w hich an e m ­ 
ployee Injured in th e services of his 
em ployer does not lo£e all his rig h t to 
recover because of slig h t negligence 
on his part. 
Then th ere Is the aet 
providing for com pensation for injury 
to 
governm ent 
em ployees, 
together 
w ith th e various statu tes requiring 
safety appliance upon in ter-state com ­ 
m erce railroads for the protection of 
th eir em ployees and the lim iting of 
th e ir em ploym ent. 
These are all In­ 
stances of th e efforts of th e R epubli­ 
can p arty on behalf of th e wage e a rn ­ 
er. 
D oubtless a m ore conservative 
m easure for com pensation for g o v e r n ­ 
m ent em ployes will be adopted in the 
fu tu re; th e principle in such cases has 
been recognized, and is necessarily 
som ew hat alow 
In course of tim e leg­ 
islation will be m ore fully em bodied 
In definite sta tu t es. 
Interest O f E m ployee* A nd E m ployee 
The interest of th e em ployer and 
th e em ploye never differ except when 
It com es to a division of the Joint p ro ­ 
fit of labor and capital Into dividends 
and wages. 
This m ust be a constant 
source of periodical discussion between 
th e em ployer and th e em ploye as In­ 
deed are the oth er term s of th e em ­ 
ploym ent. 
Advantage Of Unions 
To give to em ployes th eir proper 
position in such a controversy, to en ­ 
able 
them 
to 
m aintain 
them selves 
against em ployers having great capital, 
they m ay well unite, because in union 
th ere is strength and w ithout It each 
individual laborer and em ploye would 
be helpless. 
The prom otion of indus­ 
trial peace, though the instrum entality 
of the trad e agreem ent, is often one of 
th e results of such union when intel­ 
ligently conducted 
As to Other la b o r 
T here is a large body of laborers, 
how ever, skilled and unskilled, who 
are not organized into unions. T heir 
rights before the law are exactly the 
sa mo as those of th e union men, and 
are to be protected w ith th e sam e 
care and w atchfulness. 
R ights of Labor 
In order to induce th e ir em ployer 
into a com pliance w ith th eir request 
fo r changed 
term s of em ploym ent 
w orkm en have th e right to strike in 
a body. 
They have a rig h t to use 
such persuasion as they may. provid­ 
ed it does not reach the point of 
duress to lead th e ir relu ctan t co-la­ 
borers to join them in th eir union 
against th eir em ployer and they have 
a right, if they choose, to accum u­ 
late funds to support those engaged 
In a strike, to delegate to officers the 
pow er to direct th e action of the un­ 
ion, and to w ithdraw ' them selves and 
th eir associates from dealings w ith, 
or giving custom to those w ith whom 
they are in controversy. 
W hat Labor Can Not Lawfully Do 
W hat they have not th e rig h t to 
do is to in ju re th e ir em ployer’s p ro ­ 
perty, to Injure th eir em ployer's bus­ 
iness by use of th rea ts or m ethods 
of physical duress against those who 
would w ork for him or deal w ith 
him or by carrying on w hat is som e­ 
tim es know n as a secondary boycott 
against his custom ers 
of those with 
whom he deals in business. 
All those 
w ho sym pathize w ith them m ay unite 
to aid them in th e ir struggle, but 
they m ay not, through th e in stru ­ 
m entality of a threatened or actual 
boycott, com pel th ird persons against 
th eir will and having no interest in 
th e ir controversy to com e to th eir 
assistance. 
These principles have for 
a great m any years been settled by 
the courts of this country. 
T hreatened 
unlaw ful Injuries 
to 
business, like these described a b o v e , 
can only be adequately rem edied by 
an injunction to prevent them . The 
Jurisdiction of a court of equity to 
enjoin in such cases arises from the 
ch aracter of the injury and th e m eth- 
ed of inflicting it and the fact th a t suit 
fo r dam ages offers no adequate re m ­ 
edy. 
The injury is not done by o n e single 
act, w’hich m ight be adequately com ­ 
pensated for In dam age* by a suit 
at law, but It is th e result of a con­ 
stantly recu rrin g series of acts, each 
of w hich in itself m ight not consti­ 
tu te a substantial injury or m ake a 
suit a t law' w orth while, and all of 
w hich wrould require a m ultiplicity of 
suits a t law- 
Injuries of this class 
have since th e foundation of courts 
of equity been prevented by Injunc­ 
tion. 
It has been claim ed th a t injunc­ 
tions do not issue to protect anything 
bu t property rights, and th a t business 
lr not a property right but such a 
proposition 
is wholly 
inconsistent 
w ith all the decisions of the courts. 
T he suprem e court of the U nited 
States says th at the injunction Is a 
rem edy to protect property or rights 
of a pecuniary nature and we m ay well 
subm it to the considerate judgm ent 
of all laym en w hether the right of 
a m an in his business is not as dis­ 
tinctly a rig h t of a pecuniary nature 
as the right to his horse or his house 
o r th e stock of goods on his shelf, 
and the instances in w hich injunc­ 
tions to protect business have 
been 
upheld by all courts, are so m any 
th a t It is futile fu rth e r to discuss the 
proposition. 
It is difficult to tell the m eaning of 
th e D em ocratic platform upon this 
subject. 
It says: 
“Q uestions of Judicial practice have 
arisen in connection w ith industrial 
disputes. 
W e deem th a t the parties to 
all judicial proceedings 
should 
be 
treated w ith rigid im partiality, and 
th at Injunctions should not be issued 
In any cases in 
w'hich 
injunctons 
wmuld not issue if no industrial dis­ 
pute were involved.” 
The declaration is disingenious. It 
seem s to have been loosely draw n with 
the purpose of rendering it susceptible 
to one Interpretation by one set of 
men and to a diam etrically opposite 
in terpretation bv another. 
It does not 
aver th a t Injunctions should not is­ 
sue in industrial disputes, 
b u t only 
th a t they should not issue b e c a u se 
they are Industrial disputes and yet 
those responsible for the declaration 
m ust have know n th a t no one ever 
m aintained th a t th e fact th a t a dis­ 
pute was industrial gave any basis for 
Issuing 
an 
injunction 
in reference 
thereto. 
The declaration seem s to be 
draw n in its present vague and am ­ 
biguous shape to persuade som e peo­ 
ple th a t it is a declaration against the 
issue of Injunctions in any industrial 


i dispute; while at the sam e tim e it m ay 
1 he possible to explain to the average 


i plain citizen who objects to class dis- 
i tlnctlons th a t no such intention exists. 
O ur position Is clear and unequivocal 
We are anxious to prevent even an 
appearance of injustice to labor In is­ 
suing injunctions, not In the spirit of 
favoritism to any set of our fellow' citi­ 
zens, but In th e interest of Justice to 
all. 
The reason for exercising or re ­ 
fusing to exercise the pow er of in ­ 
junction m ust be found In th e ch a rac­ 
te r of the unlaw ful injury and not in 
the ch aracter or class of th e persons 
who inflct the injury. 
The man who has a business which 
is being unlaw fully Injured Is entitled 
i to th e rem edies w hich the law' has al- 
i ways given him. no m atter who has 
inflicted the injuries. 
O therw ise we 
I shall have class legislation unjust in 
principle and likely to sap th e foun- 
\ dations of a free governm ent. 
I Noli ('os And ll caring B efore Issue O f 
Injun* *tlons 
I com e now to the question of notice 
I before issuing an injunction. 
It Is a 
! fundam ental rule of general Jurispru- 
I dence th at no m an shall be affected by 
! a judicial proceeding w ithout notice 
and hearing 
This rule, how ever, has 
J som etim es had an exception in the is- 
j suing of tem porary restraining orders 
com m anding a defendant in effect to 
m aintain th e status quo until a h e a r­ 
ing. 
Such a process should issue only 
in rare cases w here the threatened 
change of the statu s quo W’ould inflict 
| Irreparable Injury lf tim e w ere taken 


j to give notice and a sum m ary hear- 
! lng. 
The unlaw ful Injury usual in In- 


I dustrlal disputes, such as I have de- 
' scribed, does not become form idable 
I except afte r sufficient tim e in which 
I to give th e defendant’s notice and a 
I hearing. 
I do not m ean to say th at 


I th ere m ay not be cases even in indus­ 
trial disputes w here a restraining order 
m ight properly be issued w ithout no­ 
tice. but generally I think It is o th er 
w'ise. 
In some state courts, and In 
few er federal courts the practice of 
issuing a tem porary restraining order 
w ithout notice m erely to preserve the 
status quo on the theory th at It w on’t 
hu rt anybody, has been too com m on. 
Many of us recall th a t the practice has 
been pursued In o th er than industrial 
disputes, as fo r Instance in corporale 
and stock controversies like those over 
the E rie railroad, in w’hich a stay 
order w ithout notice was regarded as I 
a step of great advantage to the one 
who secured it and a corresponding 
disadvantage to th e one against whom 
it was secured. 
Indeed the chances of 
doing injustice on an ex-parte applica­ 
tion are m uch increased over these 
when a hearing is granted, and th ere 
m ay be circum stances under w hich it 
m ay affect th e defendant to his de­ 
trim ent. 
In th e case of a law ful 
strike th e sending of a form idable 
j docum ent restraining a num ber of de­ 
fendants from doing a great m any 
different things w hich the plaintiff 
avers they are th reaten in g to do. often 
so discourages men alw ays reluctant to 
go Into a strike, from continuing w'hat 
is th eir law’ful right. 
T his has m ade 
the laboring m an feel th a t an injustice 
is done in th e issuing of a w rit w ith­ 
out notice. 
I conceive th a t 
in 
the 
treatm en t of this question it Is the 
duty of the citizen and th e legislator 
j to view' the subject from the stan d ­ 
point of the m an who believed him ­ 
self to be unjustly treated, as well aa 
from th a t of th e com m unity a t large, 
I have suggested th e rem edy of re ­ 
turning in such cases to th e original 
practice under th e old statu te of the 
U nited States and th e rules In equity 
adopted by the suprem e court, w hich 
i did not perm it th e issuing of an in­ 
junction w ithout notice. 
In this respect the R epublican con­ 
vention has adopted an o th er rem edy, 
th at, w ithout going so far, prom ises to 
be efficacious in securing proper con- 
j sideratlon in such cases by courts, by 
j form ulating Into a legislative act the 
best present practice. 
U nder this recom m endation, a sta­ 
tute m ay be fram ed w hich shall de­ 
fine w ith 
considerable 
particularity 
and em phasize the exceptional ch a ra c ­ 
ter of th e cases in which restraining 
orders m ay issue w ithout notice, and 
which shall provide th a t w hen they 
are issued, they shall cease to be oper­ 
ative beyond a short period, during 
which tim e notice shall be served and 
a hearing had. unless the defendant 
desires a postponem ent of th e hearing 
By this provision the injustice w hich 
has som etim es occurred by w hich a 
prelim inary’ restraining order of w id­ 
est application has bern issued w ithout 
notice and th e hearing of the m otion 
for th e injunction has 
been 
fixed 
weeks and m onths afte r its date. could 
not recur. 
Small N um ber of Cases 
The num ber of instances in w'hich 
restraining orders w ithout notice In 
industrial disputes have been issued 
by federal courts is sm all, and it Is 
urged th a t they do not therefore con­ 
s titu te an evil to th e rem edied by 
J statutory 
am endm ent. 
The 
sm all 
num ber of cases com plained of. above, 
shows the cageful m anner in w hich 
m ost federal Judges have exercised 
th eir Jurisdiction, but the belief th a t 
J such cases a re num erous has been so 
1 w id esp r ea d and has aroused such feel- 
i ing of injustice th a t m ore definite spe­ 
cification in procedure to prevent re ­ 
c u rre n c e of them is Justified, if it can 
be effected w ithout injury to th e ad- 
j m inistration of th e law. 
No Provision in D em ocratic Platform 
as to Notice 
W ith respect to notice, th e D em o­ 
cratic platform contains no recom ­ 
m endation. 
Its only intelligible de­ 
c la ra tio n in regard to injunction suits 
! is a reiteration of th e plank in the 
(platform of I£96 and 1904 providing 
jth a t in prosecutions for contem pt In 
' federal courts, w here th e violation of 
j the order constituting th e contem pt 
I charged is indirect. I. e. outside of the 
[ presence of the court, th ere shall be a 
, Jury trial. 
D angerous Attack on Pow er of Courts 
This provision in the platform of 
ii £96 was regarded then as a m ost 
: dangerous attac k upon th e pow er of 


j the courts to enforce th eir orders and 
i decrees and it was one of th e chief 
reasons for the defeat of th e Demo- 


j crats in th at contest, as it ought to 
have been. 
The extended operation 
I of such a provision to w eaken the 
power of the courts In the enforce- 
I m ent of its law ful orders can hardly 
1 be overstated. 
Effect of Ju ry Trial 
U nder such a provision a recal­ 
citran t witness w’ho refuses to obey a 
] subpoena may’ Insist on a Jury trial 
■ before the court can determ ine that 


he received the subpoena. 
A citizen 
sum m oned as a ju ro r and refusing to 
obey 
the 
w rit, 
when 
brought 
Into 
court, m ust be tried by an o th er Jury’ 
to determ ine w hether he got the sum ­ 
mons. 
Such a provision applies not 
alone to injunctions, but to every or­ 
der w hich th e court issues against 
persons. A suit m ay he tried in tho 
court of first instance and carried to 
the court of appeals and thence to 
the suprem e court, and a judgm ent 
and decree entered and an o th er Is­ 
sued and then if th e decree involves 
the defendant’s doing anything or not 
doing anything, and he disobeys it, the 
plaintiff who has pursued his rem edies 
In law ful course for y’oars, but, to se­ 
cure his rights, undergo the uncer­ 
tainties and the delays of a ju ry trial 
before he can enjoin th a t which Is hts 
rig h t by the decision of the highest 
court of the land. 
I say w ithout hesi­ 
tation th at such a change will greatly 
Im pair 
th e Indispensable 
pow’er and 
authority' of courts 
Securing to the 
public the benefits of the new* statute* 
enacted In the present adm inistration 
the ultim ate Instrum entality to be re ­ 
sorted to Is th e courts of the U nited 
States 
If now. th eir au th o rity Is to 
be w eakened In 
a 
m anner 
never 
known in the history of the Jurispru­ 
dence of E ngland or Am erica, except 
in the constitution of O klahom a, how 
can we expect th a t such statu tes will 
have efficient 
enforcem ent? 
Those 
who advocate this intervention of a 
Jury in such cases seem to 
suppose 
th at this change in som e way will in­ 
ure only to the benefit of the poor 
w orkingm an. 
As a m atter of fact the 
person who will secure chief ad v an ­ 
tage from it Is the w ealthy and u n ­ 
scrupulous defendant, able to em ploy 
astu te and cunning counsel and an x ­ 
ious to avoid Justice. 
I have been willing in order to avoid 
a popular but unfounded Im pression 
th at a Judge In punishing for con­ 
tem pt of his own order m ay be a f­ 
fected by personal feeling, to approve 
a law w hich should enable th e con­ 
tem ner upon his application, to have 
another Judge sit to h ear the charge 
of contem pt, but this, w ith so m any 
judges as there are available In th® 
federal court, would not constitute a 
delay in the enforcem ent of the pro­ 
cess. 
The ch aracter and efficiency of 
th e trial would be th e sam e. 
It is 
the nature and the delay of a Jury trial 
In such case* th at those who would 
wish to defy th e order of the court 
would rely upon as a reason for do­ 
ing so. 
Full Power of Courts Necessary 
The adm inistration of Justice lies at 
the foundation of governm ent. 
The 
m aintenance of the authority of the 
courts is essential unless we are pre- j 
pared to em brace anarchy. 
N ever in 
the history of the country has th ere 
been such an insiduoua attack upon 
the judicial system as the proposal to 
interject a Jury trial betw een all o r­ 
ders of th e court m ade after full h e a r­ 
ing and the 
enforcem ent 
of 
such 
orders. 
The Currency System 
The late panic disclosed a lack of 
elasticity In our financial system. This 
has been provisionally m et by an act 
of the present congress perm itting the 
issue of additional 
em ergency 
bank 
notes, and insuring th eir w ithdraw al 
w hen the em ergency has passed by a 
high ra te of taxation. 
It is draw n In 
conform ity w ith the present system of 
bank note currency but varies from 
it in certain respects by authorizing 
the use of 
com m ercial 
paper 
and 
bonds of good credit, 
as 
well 
as 
U nited States bonds, as security for 
its redem ption. 
It is expressly but a 
tem porary m easure 
and 
contains a 
provision for 
th e 
appointm ent of a 
currency com m ission 
to 
devise and 
recom m end a new and reform ed sys­ 
tem of currency. 
This inadequacy of 
o ur present currency system , due to 
changed conditions and enorm ous ex­ 
pansion. is generally recognized. 
The 
R epublican platform well states th at 
we m ust have a “m ore M astic and 
adaptable system to m eet 
the 
re ­ 
quirem ents of agriculturists, m anufac- 
urers. m erchants and business 
men 
geenrally. m ust be autom atic In o p er­ 
ation. recognizing the flo ta tio n s 
in 
interest rates.” in w hich every dollar 
shall be as good as gold, and w hich 
shall prevent ra th e r th an aid finan­ 
cial stringency in bringing on a panic. 
Postal Savings Bank Advantages 
In addition to this. the R epublican 
platform recom m ends the adoption of 
a postal savings bank system in w’hich, 
of course, the governm ent would be­ 
com e responsible to the depositors for 
the paym ent of principal and Interest. 
It Is thought th a t 
the 
governm ent 
g u aranty will bring out of hoarding 
places m uch m oney 
w hich 
m ay 
be 
tu rn ed into w ealth producing capital 
and th at it will he a great incentive 
[for th rift in th e m any sm all places in 
the country having now* no savings 
bank facilities which are reached by 
th e postoffice departm ent. 
It will 
bring to every one. how ever, rem ote 
from financial centers, a place of p er­ 
fect safety foe deposits, w ith Interest 
return. 
The bill now pending in con­ 
gress. w’hich of course the R epublican 
convention had in m ind, provides for 
the investm ent of th e m oney deposit­ 
ed In national banks in the very place* 
in w’hich It is gathered, 
or 
as 
near 
thereby as m ay be practicable. 
This 
is an answ er to the criticism contained 
in th e D em ocratic platform th at under 
the system th e m oney gathered in the 
co u n try .w ill be deposited in 
W all 
street banks. 
The system of postal 
savings banks has been tried in so 
m any countries 
successfully 
th at it 
cannot be regarded longer as a new 
and untried experim ent. 
Objector! to Bauk D e lo it Insurance 
The D em ocratic 
platform recom ­ 
m ends a tax upon national hanks an«l 
upon such state banks as m ay com e 
in. in th e n atu re of enforced in su r­ 
ance, to raise a guaranty fund to pay 
the depositors of any bank 
which 
fails 
How state banks can be in ­ 
cluded in such a schem e under the 
constitution is left in the tw ilight zone 
of states rights and federalism , so 
frequently dim m ing th e m eaning and 
purpose of the prom ises of the p lat­ 
form 
If they com e in under such a 
system , 
they 
m ust 
necessarily 
be 
b rought w ithin the closest national 
control, and so they m ust really cease 
to be state banks and become n a­ 
tional banks. 
The proposition is to 
tax the honest and prudent b an k ­ 
ers to m ake up for th e dishonesty and 
im prudence of others. 
No one can 
foresee th e burden which would be 
im posed upon the sound and conserv­ 
ative bankers of the country by this 
obligation to m ake good th e losses 


caused 
by th e reckless, 
speculative 
and dishonest m en w ho would be en ­ 
abled to secure deposits under such 
a system on the face of th e proposed 
insurance. 
In its present shape, the 
proposal 
would 
rem ove all 
safe­ 
guards against recklessness In banking 
and the chief and in the end probab­ 
ly the only benefit would accure to the 
speculator who would be delighted to 
en ter the banking business w hen it was 
certain th at he could enjoy any p ro ­ 
fit th at would accrue w’hlle . e risk 
would have to be assum ed by his hon­ 
est and 
hardw orking 
fellows. 
In 
short, the proposal is im practicable 
unless it is to be accom panied by a 
com plete revolution in our banking 
system 
with a supervision so close 
as practically to create a governm ent 
bank. 
If th e proposal w ere adopted 
exactly as the D em ocratic platform 
suggests, it w’ould bring the whole 
banking system of the country down 
In ruin. 
The proposal is in itself an 
excellent Illustration of the fitness for 
national control of a party which will 
com inltt itself to a schem e of this kind 
w ithout a sense of responsibility as to 
its practical operation. 
P o stal Savings Muc h T o B e P referrer! 
Dem ocratic party announces its ad- 
heasion to this plan, and only recom ­ 
m ends th e tried system of postal sav­ 
ings banks as an alternative if th e new’ 
experim ental panacea Is not available. 
The R epublican party prefers the pos­ 
tal savings hank as one tried, safe and 
know n to be effective, and as reaching 
m any m ore people now w ithout h an k ­ 
ing facilities th an any oth er system. 
Policies A* To Dependencies 
The R epublican party has pursued 
consistently 
the 
policy 
originally 
adopted with respect to th e depend­ 
encies which cam e to us as th e re ­ 
sult of the Spanish war. 
Porto Rico— The m aterial prosper­ 
ity of Porto Rico and the progress of 
its inhabitants tow ard better conditions 
in respect to com fort of living and 
education should m ake every A m eri­ 
can proud th a t this nation ha* been 
an efficient Instrum ent 
in bringing 
happiness to a m illion people.

In 
‘'’uba. 
the 
provisional 
governm ent established In order to 
prevent a bloody revolution has so 
adm inistered affairs and initiated the 
necessary’ laws as to m ake it possible 
to tu rn back the Island to the law fully 
elected officers of the republic in Feb­ 
ru ary next. 
Philippines— In the Philippines the 
experim ent of a national assem bly has 
Justified itself, both as an assistance 
in th e governm ent of th e islands and 
as an education In the practice of 
self-governm ent 
to the people of the 
islands. 
W e have established a gov­ 
ernm ent w ith -effective and honest ex­ 
ecutive departm ents, and a clean and 
fearless adm inistration of Justice; w-e 
have created and are m aintaining a 
com prehensive school system w hich is 
educating the younth of the Islands in 
English and In industrial branches; 
we have constructed great governm ent 
public 
works, 
roads 
and 
harbors; 
we have Induced the private constuc- 
tion of eight hundred m iles of rail­ 
road; we have policed the islands so 
th a t th eir condition as to law* and 
order is b etter now th an It ever has 
been in th eir history. 
It is quite u n ­ 
likely th a t the people, because of the 
dense ignorance of ninety per cent, 
will be ready for com ple self-govern­ 
m ent and 
independence before two 
generations have passed, but the pol­ 
icy of increasing partial self-govern­ 
m ent step by step aa the people shall 
show them selves fit for It should be 
continued. 
Democratic Proposal Means Chao* 
The proposition of the D em ocratic 
platform Is to tu rn over the islands 
aa soon as a stable governm ent Is es­ 
tablished. 
This has been established. I 
The proposal then is in effect to turn 
them over a t once. 
Such action w’ill 
lead to ultim ate chaos In the islands 
and the progress am ong the Ignorant j 
m asses in education and b etter living 
will stop. 
W e are engaged in the 
Philippines In a 
great 
missionary* 
work th at does our nation honor, and 
is certain to prom ote in a m ost e f­ 
fective way th e Influence of C hristian 
civilization. 
It is cow ardly to lay 
down the burden until our purpose 
is achieved. 
Hope of Prosperity 
Many u n fortunate circum stances be­ 
yond hum an control have delayed the 
com ing of business prosperity to the 
islands. Much may be done in this re ­ 
gard by Increasing the trad e between 
the islands and the U nited States, u n ­ 
d er tariff law s perm itting reciprocal 
free trad e In the respective products 
of the tw’o countries with such lim ita­ 
tions as to sugar and tobacco Im p o r­ 
ted In th e U nited States as will pro­ 
tect dom estic interests. 
The adm iss­ 
ion of 350,000 tons of sugar from the 
Philippine Islands in a foreign im ­ 
portation of 1.600,000 tons, will have 
no effect w hatever 
upon 
dom estic 
sugar interests of the United States, 
and yet such an Im portation from the 
Philippine Islands, not likely to be 
reached in ten years will bring about 
the norm al state of prosperity in those 
islands in reference to sugar culture. 
The sam e thing is tru e of a sim ilar 
lim itation on the im portation of to ­ 
bacco. 
It is not well for the P h ilip ­ 
pines to develop the sugar industry 
It* sueh a point th at the business of 
; the islands shall be absorbed in It. 
because it m akes a society in which 
th ere are w ealthy land owners, hold­ 
ing very large estates, w ith valuable 
and expensive plants, and a 
large 
population of unskilled labor. In such 
a com m unity, there is no farm ing or 
m iddle-class tending to build a con- 
sevatlve, 
self-respecting 
com m unity, 
capable of self-governm ent. 
T here 
are m any other products, notably th at 
of M anila hem p, to w hich the en­ 
ergy’ of the Islands can be. and it be­ 
ing directed, the cultivation of w hich 
develops the class of sm all and intel­ 
ligent farm ers. 
M isconception as to A nnual Cost 
One m isconception of fact w ith re ­ 
spect to our Philippine policy is th at 
it is costing the people of the U nited 
States a vast annual sum. 
The ex­ 
penses of the w ar in the Philippines 
from I £98 to 1902 involved the gov­ 
ernm ent in an expenditure of less than 
$ 175 ,000 ,00 0 . 
This was 
incident 
to 
w ar 
The fact is th at since the close 
of the w ar in 1902 and the restoration 
of order in the islands, the extra cost 
of the A m erican troops of the regular 
arm y in the islands, 
together 
w ith 
th at of m aintaining about 4.OOO P h il­ 
ippine scouts as a p art of the regular 
arm y, does not exceed $6,000,000 a n ­ 
nually. 
This is all the expense 
to 
w’hich th e U nited States has been put 
for 6 or 6 years last past. 
The ex­ 


penses of th e civil governm ents In th e 
islands since its establishm ent 
have 
been m et entirely from the proceeds 
of taxes collected In the islands, w’lth 
but one notably generous and com ­ 
m endable exception, w hen congress of 
the U nited States ap p ro p riated $3,- 
000,000, in 1902 to relieve the inhab­ 
itants of the islands from the dangers 
of fam ine and distress caused by the 
death 
from 
rh in d erp est 
of 
th ree- 
fourths of th e cattle of the Islands. 
V eterans of C ountry’s w ars 
Borh platform s declare, 
as 
they 
should, In favor of generous pensions 
for the veterans of the civil and Span­ 
ish w ars. 
I stop to note the presence 
here of a body of veterans of Ohio, 
and to express m y th an k s fo r the 
honor they do m e in com ing. 
I am 
lacking in one qualification of all R e­ 
publican 
presidents 
since 
Lincoln, 
th a t of having been exposed to d an ­ 
ger and d eath on th e field of battle 
in defense of our country. 
I hope 
th a t this lack will not m aake the v et­ 
erans think I am less deeply thrilled 
by the memory’ of th eir great com ­ 
rades gone before— G rant, H ayes, G ar- 
field. H arrison and M cKinley, all sons 
of Ohio, who left records reflecting 
glory upon th eir state and station, or 
th at my sym pathies w ith the valor and 
courage and patriotism of those who 
faced death In the country' crisis are 
any* less earnest and sincere th an they* 
would be had I the rig h t to w’ear a 
button of the G rand A rm y or of the 
V eterans association of any of our 
country’s wars. 
R ights and P rogress of th e N egro 
The R epublican platform refers to 
those am endem ents to th e constitution 
th at w ere passed by the R epublican 
party for the protection of the negro. 
The negro, in the forty years since he 
w as freed from slavery, has m ade re ­ 
m arkable progress. 
H e is becom ing 
m ore and m ore a valuable m em ber of 
the com m unities In w hich he lives. 
The education of th e negro Is being 
expanded and im proved in every way. 
The best men of both races, w ith the 
north as well as at the south, ought 
to rejoice to see grow ing up am ong the 
southern people an influential elem ent 
disposed to encourage the negro in his 
hard struggle for Industrial Independ­ 
ence and assured political status. The 
R epublican platform , adopted a t C hi­ 
cago explicitly dem ands justice fo r all 
m en w ithout regard to race or color 
and just as explicitly declares for the 
enforcem ent and w ithout reservation 
in letter or spirit of the I3th, 14th and 
15th am endm ents to the constitution 
It is needless to state th a t I stand 
w ith my party squarely on th at plank 
In the platform and believe th a t equal 
Justice to all men. and the fair and 
im parlal enforcem ent of these am en d ­ 
m ents Is In keeping w ith 
th e 
real 
A m erican spirit of fair play. 
The Arm y an d th e Navy 
M r M cKinley and 
M r 
Roosevelt 
and the R epublican party, have con­ 
stantly advocated a policy’ w ith respect 
to the arm y and navy th a t will keep 
this republic ready a t all tim es to 
defend her territory’ and h er doctrines, 
and to assure her appropriate p art In 
prom oting 
perm anent 
transquility 
am ong the nations. 
I welcome from 
w hatever m otive th e change in the 
D em ocratic attitude tow ard the m ain­ 
tenance and support of an adequate 
navy, and hope th a t in the next p lat­ 
form the silence of th e present p lat­ 
form in respect to th e arm y will be 
changed 
to 
an 
acquiescence in its 
m aintenance to the point of efflcieicy 
in connection w ith the efficiently re-or- 
gaized m ilitia and th e national volun­ 
teers, for the proper defense of the 
country In tim es of w ar, and the dis­ 
charge of those duties 
in 
tim es 
of 
peace for w hich th e arm y as at pres­ 
ent constituted has show n itself so 
adm irably* adapted in the Philipinea, 
in San Francisco, in Cuba and else­ 
w here. W e are a w ord pow er and 
cannot help it and although a t peace 
w ith the w orld and secure in the con­ 
sciousness th a t th e A m erican people 
do not desire and will not provoke a 
w ar w ith any o th er country, we m ust 
be prudent and not be lulled into a 
sense of security w hich would pos­ 
sibly expose us to national hum iliation. 
O ur best course therefore is to insist 
on a constant im provem ent in our 
navy and its m aintenance a t the high­ 
est point of efficiency. 
P rotection of Citizens A broad 
The position w hich our country has 
won under R epublican adm inistrations 
before 
the 
world 
should inure to 
the benefit of every’ one, even the j 
hum blest of those entitled to look to 
the A m erican 
flag 
fo r 
protection, 
w ithout regard to 
race, 
credo 
or 
color, and w hether he is a citizen of 
the U nited States or of any yt our 
dependencies. 
In som e countries w ith 
which we are on friendly term s, dis­ 
tinctions are m ade in respect to tho 
treatm en t of our 
citizens 
traveling 
abroad and having passoprts of our 
executive, 
based 
on 
considerations 
th a t are repugnant to the principles of 
our governm ent and civilization. 
The 
R epublican party and adm inistration 
will continue to m ake every* proper en. 
deavor to secure the abolition of dis­ 
tinctions w hich in our eyes are both 
needless and opprobious. 
Asiatic Im m igration 
In the m atter of the lim itation upon 
Asiatic 
im m igration, 
referred to in 
the D em ocratic platform , it is suffic­ 
ient to say th a t th e present R epublican 
adm inistration has show n itself able 
by diplom atic negotiation and w ithout 
unnecessary* friction w ith self-respect­ 
ing governm ents to m inim ize the evils 
suggested and a subsequent R epubli­ 
can adm inistration 
m ay 
be 
counted 
upon to continue the sam e policy. 
C onservation of N atu ral R esources 
The conservation of national 
re­ 
sources is a subject to w’hich the pres­ 
ent adm inistration has given especial 
attention. 
The necessity’ for 
a 
com ­ 
prehensive and 
system atic 
im prove­ 
m ent of our waterway*, the p reserv a­ 
tion of our aoli, and of our forest.;, 
the securing from private ap p ro p ria­ 
tion the pow’er in navigable stream s, 
the retention of the undisposed-of coal 
lands of the governm ent from alien­ 
ation. all will properly claim from the 
next adm inistration earnest attention 
and appropriate legislation. 
N ational H ealth Bureau 
I have long been of opinion th a t the 
various agencies of tho national gov­ 
ernm ent established for the preserva­ 
tion of the national health, scattered 
through several departm ents, 
should 
be rendered m ore efficient by uniting 
them in a bureau of the governm ent 
under a com petent head, and th a t I 
understand to be, in effect, the recom ­ 
m endation of both parties. 
A nother plank of 
th e 
D em ocratic 


platform refers to th e failure of the 
R epublican convention to express an 
opinion In favor of the publicity of 
contributions received 
and 
expendi­ 
tures m ade in elections. 
H ere again 
we contrast our opponents’ 
prom ises 
w ith our own acts. 
G reat im prove­ 
m ent has taken place under R epubli­ 
can auspices In respect to the collec­ 
tion and expenditure of m oney for 
this purpose. 
The old and pernicious 
system of levying a tax on the salaries 
of governm ent em ployes in order to 
pay th e expenses of the party in con­ 
trol of th e adm inistration has been 
abolished by statute. 
By a law* passed 
by the R epublican congress in 1907 
contributions from corporations to in ­ 
fluence or pay th e expenses connected 
w ith the election of presidential elec­ 
tors or of m em bers of congress Is 
forbidden un d er penalty. 
A resident 
of New’ Y ork has 
been 
selected as 
trea su rer of th e R eupbllcan 
national 
com m ittee, who w as trea su rer of the 
R epublican 
state 
com m ittee 
w hen 
G overnor H ughes w*as elected In New 
York and who m ade a com plete sta te ­ 
m ent w ithin tw enty day’s 
a fte r 
the 
election as required by th e New York 
law, of the contributions received by 
him and the expenditures m ade by 
him or under his au th o rity in con­ 
nection w ith th a t election. 
H is resi­ 
dence and th e discharge of his duties 
in the state of New* Y ork subject him 
to the law of th a t state as to all re ­ 
ceipts of the treasu ry of th e national 
com m ittee from w hatever source, and 
as to all its disbursem ents. 
H is re ­ 
turns will be under the obligations and 
penalties of th e law. and a m isstate­ 
m ent by him or the filing of a false a c ­ 
count will subject him to prosecution 
for p erju ry and violation of th e sta t­ 
ute. 
Of course, under 
the 
federal 
law, he is not perm itted to receive 
any contributions from corporations. 
If I am elected president, I shall 
urge upon congress, w ith every hope 
of success, th a t th e law be passed re ­ 
quiring a filing in a federal office of 
a statem en t of contributions filed by 
com m ittees and candidates in elec­ 
tions for m em bers of congress, and in 
such oth er elections as are constitu­ 
tionally w ithin th e control of congress. 
M eantim e th e R epublican party, by 
th e selection of a New* Y ork treasu rer, 
has subjected all its receipts and ex­ 
penditures to th e com pulsory obliga­ 
tion of such law*. 
As To tho Incom e Tax 
T he D em ocratic platform dem ands 
tw o constitutional 
am endm ents, 
one 
providing for an incom e tax, and th e 
o th er for th e election of senators by 
the people. 
In m y 
Judgm ent, 
an 
am endm ent to the constitution fo r an 
incom e tax is not necessary. 
I be­ 
lieve th a t an incom e tax, w hen th e 
protective system s of custom s and the 
internal revenue tax shall not furnish 
Income enough for governm ental needs 
can and should be devised w hich u n ­ 
der the decisions of the suprem e court 
will conform tq th e constitution 
Election of Senators 
W ith respect to th e election of sen­ 
ators by th e people, personally I am 
Inclined to favor it, b u t it is h ardly 
a p arty question. 
A resolution in Its 
favor has passed a R epublican house 
of representatives several tim es and 
has been rejected in a R epublican 
senate by the votes of senators from 
both parties. 
It has been approved 
by th e legislatures of m any R epubli­ 
can states. 
In a num ber of states, 
both D em ocratic and R epublican sub­ 
stantially such a system prevails. 
Office* and Expenditures 
O ur opponents denounce th e R e­ 
publican p arty fo r 
increasing 
th e 
num ber of offices 23.000 a t a cost of 
sixteen m illions of dollars during the 
last year. 
Such denunciation is ch a r 
acteristic of the D em ocratic platform . 
It fails to specify in any w hat the 
offices are and leaves th e inference 
th a t the Increase was resisted by th e 
representatives of D em ocracy in con­ 
gress. 
As a m atter of fact, th e net 
num ber of offices Increased w as Just 
about h alf th a t num ber stated ; the 
net increase w as due chiefly to th e 
enlargem ent of the navy, th e con 
struction of th e P an am a canal, th e ex­ 
tension of th e ru ra l free delivery and 
to the new* offices necessary in the 
enforcem ent of th e pure food, m eat 
inspection, railroad 
rate regulation, 
arid land reclam ation, forest p reser­ 
vation and o th er m easures w hich con­ 
gress passed w ith alm ost unanim ous 
popular approval. 
The 
D em ocratic 
platform so fa r from attac k in g any 
of this legislation 
specifically 
a p ­ 
proved m uch, and condem s none of 
It, and it is of course disingenious to 
claim cred it fo r approving legislation 
necessary to give it effect and yet to 
denounce the expenditure. 
Charge of Deficit 
Again it charges th a t a deficit of 
sixty m illions of dollars betw een the 
receipts and expenditures during the 
fiscal year ending Ju n e 30, 1908, oc­ 
curred. 
As explained by the score 
tary of th e treasury, a t least h a lf of 
this deficit is only an a p p a ren t one. 
The 
falling off in 
receipts was, of 
course, occasioned by th e 
unusual 
panic, but th ere is am ple free m oney 
in the treasu ry to m eet th e difference 
and the difference Itself is not half 
of it properly a deficit, because in 
volved in it w*as the retirem en t of 
som e th irty -th ree 
m illions 
of th e 
bonds of the governm ent. 
D uring th e 
past seven years th e incom e and ex­ 
penditures of th e governm ent have 
been nearly equal, som e years show - 
ing a surplus, and others, few er in 
num ber, a deficit. 
T aking one year 
w ith another. Including this spring, 
there has been an average surplus. 
The surplus last year, for instance, 
w’as greater th an 
the 
deficit this 
year, so th a t in fact under the pres­ 
ent adm inistration th ere h as been no 
deficit but a surplus w hich Is actually 
in the trasury. 
The D em ocratic platform now here 
points out 
the 
expenditures 
w hich 
m ight be 
reduced 
or 
avoided. 
It 
would be found generally th a t to the 
Increases w’hich have occurred, D em ­ 
ocratic representatives 
in 
congress 
m ade no opposition, but ra th e r sup­ 
ported th e m easures providing them ; 
and now* the p arty has not th e cour­ 
age to indicate w hat p art of govern­ 
m ent cost it w’ould end. 
It Joins the 
R epublican p arty speciflcially 
in 
a p ­ 
proving the outlay of $150,000,000 as 
pensions. 
It expressly favors also the 
cost of greatly increased 
river 
and 
harbor im provem ents, 
the 
cost 
cf 
doubling the navy and of m any other 
enterprises to w hich 
it 
urges 
the 
governm ent. 
Its attac k s therefore has 
nothing in it eith er of fairness or sin­ 
cerity. 
The tru th is th at it is know n of all 
fair-m inded m en 
th a t 
th ere 
never 


has been an adm inistration in th e gov­ 
ernm ent m ore 
efficiently 
conducted, 
m ore free from scandal and in w hich 
the stan d ard of official duty h as been 
set higher than in the present R epub­ 
lican adm inistration w hich th e D em ­ 
ocratic plaform has thus denounced. 
It has had to m eet th e problem s aris­ 
ing from the enorm ous expansion of 
governm ent functions under new leg­ 
islative m easures as well as in th e 
new dependencies and in th e g reatest 
constructive wrork of m odem tim es, 
the P an am a canal, and its m em ber* 
may. well feel a Just pride in th e ex­ 
ceptional record fo r efficiency, econ­ 
omy, honesty and fidelity w hich it h as 
made. 
W e m ay rely upon our record 
in this regard in an appeal to th e 
Am erican people for th eir approval. 
The foreign policy of this country 
under th e present ad m in istratio n h as 
greatly contributed to the peace of th e 
world. 
The Im portant p art th e ad ­ 
m inistration took in bringing about a n 
‘md of the R ussian-Japanese w ar by a 
treaty honorable to both parties and 
the prevention in 
w ars in C en tral 
A m erica and Cuba are strik in g in­ 
s t a t e s 
of 
this. 
T he 
arb itra tio n 
treaties signed w ith all th e im p o rtan t 
nations of the world m ark a g re at step 
forw ard in the 
developm ent 
of 
th e 
usefulness of The 
H ague 
T ribunal. 
The visit of Secretary R oot to S outh 
A m erica em phasized 
our 
frien d sh ip 
for o u r sister 
republics w hich a ra 
m aking such strides in the south h em ­ 
isphere and m et w’ith a m ost cordial 
and gratifying response from our L at- 
tn-A m erican 
colleagues. 
The assist­ 
ance w hich we are rendering in Santo 
Dom ingo to enable th a t governm ent 
to m eet Its obligations and avoid a n ­ 
arch y is an o th er instance of success­ 
ful w’ork of this adm inistration in 
helping our neighbors. 
This adm inistration, 
has 
by 
th* 
prom ptness, skill and energy of 
its 
negotiations secured dom inion in th e 
canal zone of th e Isthm us of P an am a 
w ithout w hich th e construction of th e 
canal w ould have been im possible, It 
has subdued 
th e 
heretofore 
in su r­ 
m ountable obstacle of 
disease 
an d 
m ade th e place of w ork healthy. 
I t 
has created such an organization th a t 
in six years certainly, and probably 
In less, th e A tlantic and Pacific will be 
united, to th e everlasting benefit of 
the w orld’s com m erce and th e efTeo- 
tiveness of our navy w*ill be doubled. 
The m ere statem en t of th e thing* 
actually done by this adm inistration a t 
hom e, in our dependencies, and in fon- 
eign affairs, show s a m arvel of suc­ 
cessful accom plishm ents and if ever a 
p arty has entitled itself to th© approv­ 
al! of its w ork by a renew al m andat© 
of pow er from th e people w hom it 
served. 
It is th e R epublican party , in 
the p resent cam paign. 
The only respect in w hich noth in g 
has been done is in th e developm ent 
of our foreign m arine. 
As long as • 
we upheld th e system of protection fo r
